It ia announced in the papers that Thomas

Ewlrg, formerly a prominent Whig politi-

cian, but who ba not taken any Interest la
politics for about ten years, has pronounced
for the Republican party, and is about to
make a speech in favor of Lincoln.

But, after hibernating thus through suc-

cessive party contests, all at once they begin
to show signs of quickening; and anon it is

announced that they will address their
-citizens on the issues of the day. It is
supposed, of course, that they must have
sucked from their paws great ponds of polit-
ical wisdom during their long repose, and
public expectation is correspondingly ex-

cited; and men who have borne the burden
and heat and opprobrium of the day of small
tilings in the party, until it has come to the
Pifgah where the land of official promise is
iu view, bail these eleventh-hou- r resurruc- -

tiong, as confirming the righteousness of
ir cause and the momentousness of their

crisis, by its bringing such patriots out of their
retirement to the rescue of their conntry.

It would seem from this that active poli-

ticians are all suspicious, and that true po-

litical virtue consists in hibernating, and
only coming out when sunshine is sure. We
have noticed this phenomena often, and it is
one of the most curious and inexplicable
things in politics. Why is it that when the
political brains are once out, the politician
does not stay dead, but rises again to push
us from our stools with his uuearthly pres-

ence? Why docs the political sepulcher,
wherein we saw him quiotly inurned, and
after we have found consolation for our loss,
ope its rusty jaws to cast him up again?
Even in the days of miracles, raising the
dead was only considered practicable within
a certain time, before decomposition had
taken place; but unwholesome political
bodies arc brought up after ten years in the
tomb. It is certainly one of the Btrangest
things in our philosophy.

What trump has brought this Rip Van
Winkle from his ten year's Bleep? Is Re-

publicanism any more worthy now than it
was four years ago. Any less radical? Or
is it because it is more promising? It is a
common tradition that the raccoon comes
out of bis hole on a particular day in mid-

winter, and if he then casts a shadow, he
prognosticates an early release from his win-

ter quarters. Hath this hibernating poli-

tician seen a streak of suushine, and his pon-

derous shadow athwart the political prospect?

Has be tired of waiting for the reactionary,
conservative blast like the nether trump of
Iludibras the blast which is to breathe life

into the dry bones of the vale of the Whig
Jehoscphat, and elevate its fossils into objects
of adoration? and has he at last concluded to
fall Into the current ?

Retracing the political history of the
State for a clew, we find that when he went
in, Wade arose upon the Senatorial horizon.
That was the time when Jo. Geiger held th
balance of power in the Legislature, and,
like another Joshua, commauded this great
Whig sun to stand still, and it obeyed him.
Now the doughty General has turned to
hunting Cox and such tsmtill deer. Are we
to take up the clew where it wus lost, aud
to look for it in the fact that the place of Wade
next comes before the Legislature?

A complete natural history, maintaining a scin-tlfi- r

classification, but divested of the technicalities
which disconrage the unlearned reader, satisfying
the scientific naturalist, on one hand, by a system-

atic arrangement, and the general reader on ths
other by abundant explanations of scientific terms,
and by details, descriptions, incidents and anecdotes,
and all comprised vithtn the compass of volumes,
suitable for any household library, is certainly a de-

sideratum. This is the work which the author, th
popular Peter Parley, has undertaken, and has dune
in two volumes of 680 pages each.

The magnitude of the work may be estimated from
the expansiveness of the scientific works in which
this acienco has hitherto ben alitost confined. Of
Prufcivor Agassis1 American work which has been
extensively circulated by subscription, two volumes
quarto are devoted to American Tortoises. Tho
Oolcgy of the birds of North Araerisa, about to bo
published by the Binithsoniau Institute, will make

quarto volume of 1,000 pages. So oxtensive is this
science, thnt authors usually devote thomselves to
Fiitg'e branches. Omy's classification of birds,
pnbiUhrd In London in 1S19, comprises three vol-

umes quarto, and costs 8ir. There are uior than
2,000 volumes on natural history In Europe, aud the
extent of tho science necessarily confined it to the
few learned, and the books chiefly to the great gov-

ernment libraries. This Is the work which Good-

rich has undertaken to reduce to popular form, so
as to bilng this attractive knowledge within resell
of overy family collection of hooks.

We hnve the authority of Prufoesor Agnssiz for
saying that pret lous to this work "there has not
been published in the United States a single text-
book embracing tho whole animal kingdom." No
one, iu the English laiguagc, has attempted to pre-
sent the whole subject in a comprehensive, popular
fora . This work of Mr. Goodrich combines the at-
tractiveness of "Goldsmith's History," with a com-
plete ekmoutarf work and systematic classification.
It will tako the place hich "Goldsmith's History"
so long held as a popular work, whilo its comprehen-
siveness will be found sufficient for all but those
who make the study a speciality.

A principal feature of th work is its engravings,
of bicli there are 1,400. Cuts are indispensable to
this work. It is impossible to convey an impression
of the appearance of an animal to one who never
saw it, without picture of it.

The book la handsomely executed, with clear,
beautiful puper and type; the wood engravings are
excellent srecimens of that art, and the binding
makes it au ornamental work. It is circulated only
by subscription. We hardly need say any thing of
the pleasure or advantugcj of reading natural his-
tory. It is only necessary to bring them to the
mind, v.hich is usually too much absorbed by the
raies of this world aud the deooitfulness of riches.

Particulars of the
in England--Eleven Persons

Killed and One Hundred Wounded.
The particulars of the lute fearful collision

on the Lancashire and Yorkshire Railroad,
have been received. On Monday, the 3d
instant, alftre number of excursionists hud
left Uolne, ttarnbery, Acrington and other
towns, for Manchester. They returned at
night by three trains, the lirst of which
r(ttched"it8 destination safely. While the
second, consisting 01 eiguteen cars, wan
starting from llulmshore-stutto-n, where
there is a long ana sleep graae, tue coupling
chains broke, hack of the third carriage,
leaving fifteen behind. The latter begun to
move slowly backward, but with gradually
accelerating force for nearly four hundred
yards, when they came into collision with
the third traid, with a fearful crash. Two of
the carringes were broken to atoms, aud
several others much shattered. The engi-
neer of the third train did his best to stop
the locomotive, and then lay down on the
bed of the engine. Strange to say he escaped
without injury. But the scene outaide was
frightful.

On removing the wreck it was ascertained
that eleven persons hod been killed, while
about 100 bad suffered more or less severe
injuries. The iron of which the broken
links were made is said to have been of bad
quality; but independent of this there ap-
pears to have been much mismanagement.
Of the fifteen detached carriages, only two
were supplied with brakes, ana but one
guard was in charge of them. There was
another in the forward part of the train, but
be never appears to have mode an attempt
to get on the receding cars, nor was there a
passenger ready to apply the second brake.
When the collision occurred, the fifteen car
riages were moving not much faster than a
walking pace, so tbat Borne minutes must
have elupsed in making the distance stated.
The locomotive, meantime, switched off to
the other track and proceeded backward to
give notice to the other train, but too lute to
avoid the fearful result. Had the secoud
brake only been applied within a reasonable
time, it is probable the catastrophe would
not have occurred. A curve prevented the
engineer of the third train from seeing the
other in time to avoid the collision.
